Isn't it just as mnoh ot a luxury, 
or just oe useless, as spirits or fermented 
liquors? Iu 
1887 the revenue 
from 


tobacco was 530,108,000, why throw that 
amount away, or at least not collect it, 
nd allow the tax on spirits to remain ? 
t would be a very silly performance, 


notwithstanding Mr. Elaine's opinion to 
tho contrary, to take off tobacco, because 
the government doesn't need the reve- 
nue. 
If'congress wants to do a thing 


which would be splendid for everybody, 
especially for the poor, let it take the 
import duty off sugar. This would lap 
off nearly sixty millions o yoar, and it 
would nut hurt anyone except a few 
planters in Louisiana.

Mulhatton, of whoso abilities as a roman- 


cer tho above is tho latest specimen, is a 
drummer (oraLouisvillo (Ey.) liquor house. 
About seven years ago ho was a traveling 
salesman for a hurdwaro firm in Calvestoa, 
Tex. One day a picturesque story reached 
the aeu-spapers. A Galvoston lady, with 
her three-ycar-oia daughter, stopped on »bo 
Btrcct to buy a toy balloon of nu Italian 
peddler. Whilo tho balloon was being di5- 
en"agea from tho "big pack of tho toys, all 
strucK'.mg to bo free from tho single ropo 
to which they were tied, the ropo in somo 
manner became outar.gled with the child's 
person, and tho little girl was born a'.oft 
into the air and was soon sailiuff out over 
tho buy. The mother shrieked and hun- 
dreds who saw tho straapo accident rushed 
to thc rescue. A boat was secured and into 
it was putan export marksman, armed with 
a rifle. Tho boat followed the course of tno 
captive child and tho rifleman 
skillfully 


broke the halloo-as ono by one, causing tho 
little one to clcsco:id gradually into tho boat. 
Other stories equally ingenious followed,

Tho two mules 
o! which you speak branded C. S. did 
belong to the confederate states, but in 
tbe military convention entered into be- 
tween Generals Sherman and Johnston 
for the surrender o[ the army ot the 
Tennessee, it was stipulated that tho 
wagona end mules belonging to that 
army should be retained to transport tbe 
troops to their homes and for distribu- 
tion among tbe officers and men of that 
ormy. It is under that convention these 
two rnnles areheld by mo. Tho United 
States has ao claim to them.

General Hardee reached Dniontown in 


an ambulance, either side ot which bore 
in bright colors, tho rebel coat-of-arms 
and hitched his team to a post a short 
distance from, and walked to Britton'e 
quarters; It was near lunch time, and 
the colonel, with bis nsual hospitality, 
invited the rebel ta dino with him, which 
was accepted. 
It caused me to think o' 


the brave General Marinn, of revolution- 
ary tamo when he invited the British of- 
ficer to dino witn him, who was surprised 
to have served to him by a colored coon, 
baked sweet potatoes dished on a piece 
of bark. 


Britton invited the famous rebel to 


dine with him on hard-talk, sow-belly, 
coffee, and I think the famous army 
bean. 


After a pleasant visit Hardee took hie 


leave. On going to his conveyance he 
found that some one, while ha was ineide 
with Britton, had erased the rebel coat- 
of-arms from the ambulance, which an- 
nuyed him very much. He returned and 
complained to the colonel. Of course 
the latter did not endorse this action un- 
der tho circumstances, bet no one was 
punished for it sven it the perpetrator 
was known.
